White broadcloth la used tor the 
ip. As nn economical filler, the 
■wing center experts suggpsl iiBrng 
"W.-tcrry-clnlli towels. 

To make the coverlet in the 
standard 34-inch by 44-lnch size, 
you'll need: one and a quarter yards 
of white broadclolli, two-^Ww+slf 
yards of gingham, one and a quar- 
ter yards ot old, terry-cloth towels 
and a scrap or two for the dog'a 
collar and face, ' 

To make— Cut out two pieces ot 
Bingham 3&-lnchcs by 46-lnches 
each. CutiOnc piece of white broad- 
cloth 35 Inches by 45 Inches. 

"For border, cut out a piece 18 
Inchci wide by 28 Inches long from 
the center ot one of the gingham 
pieces, Thh leaves no seaming or 
mltcrlng of corners. 

For the center appllqued motif, 
trace doR outline from child's col- 
oring book. Tronstcr tracing to the 
le-lnch "by 28-inch gingham piece 
cut from center of border. Baste 
the piece to center ot white broad- 
cloth.

OUTLAWING THE PARTY 
Under the Smith act, some 60 top commu- 
nist leaders have been convicted of confiplrlnj: 
to teach and advocate the. overthrow of the 
United States government. But there are 
some who think this law la Insufficient. They 
believe the Communist party should be out- 
lawed In America. 

In order to convlcf three-score communist 
chieftains, the Justice department had to 
build, in effect, 60 Individual cases specifically 
proving conspiracy. Yet, oddly enough, to do 
that required demonstrating in every in- 
stttflce that the Communist party Itself la a 
conspiratorial organization and nothing else. 

Even though this has now been proved 
again and again to the sati5factlon'Of Judge, 
and Jury, the courts do not accept member- 
:,'ahip In the Communist parly as automatic 
. evidence of conspiracy. The law requires that 
It be establlBhed apeclflcally in each case. 

ThoM who urge outlawing the party be- 
lieve It would have the effect of making mere 
membership flat evidence of conspiracy 
against the U. S. Outlawry would forewarn 
anyone from Joining the party who did not 
wish to run the risk of being trapped as a 
.conspirator. , 

Xt would moke clear to all citizens once ^nd 
for all that the Communist party Is not to be 
viewed b» an ordinary political organization 
^pwatlng-wlthlnthe frame woric of the demo- 
eratlo proceu. The communists would use 
the ballot only to goln power to destroy the 
baUot. 

Critics of the outlawry plan argue, for 
one thing, that It would~drtve the reds under- 
ground. The truth la they have always been 
there. The real conspiratorial heart of U. B. 
communlBm has never been exposed to public 
gaze. The facade erected above ground has 
been dellberatelx designed to deceive and 
mislead. 

Since the first of 'the Smith act convictions, 
i — mlch-of- the Burface^trappingrii&s disap- 
peared, too. Outlawing the party would not 
make a great deal of difference. 

It Is also contended that to ban the party 
would be to Interfere with free apeech. But 
Ben. Margaret Chase Smith, Maine Repub- 
Uoim, would spell out in her outlawry bill that 
there wastio intent to suppress discussion of 
communist Ideas as such. 

Obvlbusly we could not and do not Intend 
to shut off discussion of anything under the 
aun* TD. try_.would be to introduce thought 
control. 

We wont to hear about commun*Ism. what 
it purports to offer, what Its system of think- 
ing. Is. If we believe In the deep values of 
freedom, we cannot fear that our democratic 
approach will suffer In competition. On the 
other hand. If we do not study rival iiystems, 
llow can wo know how best to combat them 
and preserve our own? 

But, as ws have said, outlawing the Com- 
munist party, labeling it for the conspiracy 
It Is, marking It as the agent of a foreign 
power, need not affect these fundamental 
CivU privileges.

Air this Is, ot course, much better 
known to Moscow than It is to Ber- 
lin and Washington. And If arj 
explanation "were needed for the 
iinylcrdlng position of Soviet Min- 
ister Vyachcslav Molotov at the Ber- 
lin conference, this In Itself wni 
enough Those who should know be- 
lieve thet In truly free elections in 
the en.sl 7.one of Qprmony the oori 
mimlKts would Ki>t at most 10 pi 
cent of tho vote, and It would prnl 
Qbly bn insfl than five per cent. 

How much this means for (he 
longer TuUire Is not, however, at all 
clear. For the West it may mean 
comparatively little. 

The uprisings ot last June 
put down by force, An estimated 
3,000 to 4,000 Eojit Germans 
arrested. While some were executed, 
the majority were Jailed, Perhaps 
equal number of those conspicuously 
Involved In the uprising escaped to 
tho West. 

In relation to the total who par- 
ticipated In one way or another this 
Is not large. But these men and 
women were the leaders. Their dis- 
appearance has left a vacuum not 
easily filled. And tho coercive force 
of the Soviet army Is at hand to 
back up the puppet police and of- 
ficials of the puppet East Qerman 
sUtc, 

It Is a disservice, thoroforo. to sug- 
geet that the dynajnlte of ■ potui- 
tlal revolution ia lying 4II about 
Just across the border. Rumors of 
new uprising, circulated while the 
conference was going on, appear to 
hava-had. little foundation In (act. 
Men may use stones against tanks 
In the climax of long- accumulated 
grievances. But when they have se 
tho consequences, they are likely 
hesltato to do so a second time. 

Unquefltlonably, conditions r 
bad In East Germany ,"But they £ 
believed to be not much worse than 
they were a year ago or two years 
ago. And the regime has been hold- 
ing out promises of nioro food and 
clothing. 

Since the result of the conference 
was to make clear that Germany 
win go On being divided between 
East and West for an Indefinite 
pcrlod'ol years, West Berlin Is once 
more seen to be. as Secretary ot 
State Jolin Foster Dulles called it, 
"tho first frontier ot our freedom" 
and therefore ot the hlKhcst im- 
portance. It must be both a com- 
mand post and a show window of 
western resolution. 

The' situation in west Berlin, on 
tho whole. Is ft lavorable one. There 
huK been nothlns like the [(.■biillditiK 
thiit liiis made over botnix'd cUle.'i 
nuch u;i Frankfurt. Hut with the rx- 
Iraordlnary Oerinun capacity for 
hiird work, Berlin in prodimiii); 
nilo abmit 40 per reuL above a 
aHo. The lecoiislructlon, llie In 
ly llRhted shop whidnWH filled 
all kinds of consumer goods a 
ntrlklng contrast to the drabness ot 
Easl acriln. 



Another effort by the oommunllU 
to WooUde the weat half of the 
cJty would fsJl, and the oommunlits 
know It. Bscauss- there are lane 
stockpiles of food, fuel and ma- 
terial on hand, a itconA airlift luch 
as saved thi dty In l«8-*9 would bo 
required tn only » limited sense. It 
Is eBtimat«4 that the coal on hand 
would last m ytar. During ths airlift, 
organised with such remarkable pre- 
cision and efficiency, coal and vlr- 
tually_ aU other necesslUss were 
flown Into the beleaguered (Jty. 

Because the Berlin conforonco 
slammed the door on any hope of 
aennan iml/l«t]WJ In the foresee- 
able future, the never-ending stream 
of refugees from the east is likely 
to Increase. During the first weeks 
ot this year they were passing 
through Berlin to West Qermany 
at the rate ol more than 3,000 a 
week. In February a year ago the 
rata was 10,000 a week. About 100, 
000 have remained In Berlin, most 
of them in camps whleh am pathet- 
ii-ally Inadequate. 

The big problem In West Berlin 
li unemployment. The total today Is 
put at more than 300,000, but that 
represents a decline of 30 per cent 
since last year. Tho dmp Is due In 
InfHo part 'o American funds 
Industrial guldanre by American 
otflelal* who have I'rged new meth- 
ods on efos'rw.tl™ TJprlln bu"!"-— 
men. 

In West Berlin the TPturnlng vl.< 
itor misses a /nmDljir fJjjure who 
was botli symbol and l»ader In the 
dark days When tho communists 
were confident that this outpost 
would fall to them. Tho late Mayor 
Ernst Renter had not only courage 
but with IC spirit end humor and a 
sharp and searching intelligence. Bo 
much of tho man, who returned 
from exile when IliUer was over- 
thrown, has gono into saving this 
frontier.
